A technical interpretation of the playing
rules by the field umpire ,in which a
hospital player was called out for verb-
al interference, an unusual occurrence
to say the least. In the sixth inning de-

layed the game a few minutes only.
The decision was reversed and play re-

sumed to the satisfaction of all con-
cerned and the game finished as stated
above.

The account of the game as appeared In
an evening paper contains a statement
relative to the umpiring at the hospital,
and no further statement is necessary
regarding the same. In my opinion. Er-
roneous statements of the kind In ques-
tion, unless corrected, might be the
means of preventing some teams from
appearing at the hospital through fear
of not receiving fair treatment at the
hands of the home umpire.

It is customary the world over, wher-
ever baseball is played for the home
team io furnish the umpire, and at the
hospital, the visiting teams are always

elcomc to furnish an umpire in the
field, as I really believe, two umpires to
be more satisfactory than one. Hardly
a day passes in the big leagues but
what an umpire makes a mistake, and
so it is not surprising if mistakes are
made at the hospital games. where
baseball is played for the pleasure of
the game. nd the umpire works prac-
tically free irratis.
